Chase Borden's story has every- 


thing that ought to make "Red 
^liver" a notable addition to the 
Turn, classics of the Southwest. This 
is the tale of a man who went to 
Texas before the War Between the 
States and became a cattle king. 
Along the way he picked up an 
orphan boy, made him his foster- 
son. After the war there were hard 
times in Texas. Cattle couldn't be 
marketed in Missouri 
because 
guerrillas picked off the 
herd 
hands. 


But the father marshalled

army of cowboys and tried it just 
the same. Trouble sprouted on the 
<(trail. The old man was losing his 
grip. The tostcr-son stepped in 
with a decision to go up Hed river 
valley and head for Abilene, Kan- 
sas, where a new railroad was ent- 
ering the cattle country, creating 
a new market.

Roller Skating Has Kept 
Skating Along Until It's 
Now a Big Scale Business

New York —UP)— Roller . skating 


is; no longer just child's play. It's 
big business. 


;Skaters in more than 4,000 roller 
skating rinks across America now 
spend $235,000,000 annually on rink 
admissions and equipment. Or so 
the industrv estimates. 


And that doesn't include the mil 


lions spent by boys and girls for 
the ordinary hit-and-run sidewalk 
skates. Nor does it include other 
millions spent for skating sundries 
— such as short skirts, special 
shoes, iodine and gauze bandages. 


Rink owners claim 
that 
today 


roller skating is the nation's num 
brr one participation sport— with 
17,000,000 enthusiasts. It is nice to 
know that this many fellow coun- 
trymen are going around in cir- 
cles on purpose. 


.Roller skating 
itself, 
however, 


developed rather accidentally. The 
sport was started early in the 18th 
century by an unknown Hollander, 
a lover of ice skating. One sum- 
mer, unwilling to .wait until 
the 
canals froze over, he nailed some 
crude wooden spools to strips of 
wood attached to his shoes. And 
off he bumped alont; the roads of 
Holland, startling innocent 
peas- 
ants. 


In the 
next century the 
sport 


spread slowly 
through England, 
France and Germany. In the late 
1860s a gentleman named 
James 


L. Plimpton organized 
the 
first 


successful American firm. Skating 
became a world-wide health fad. 
ft was being done in the best fami- 
lies. 


They draw every kind of people, 


from kids to congressmen. 
The 


fans range in age from little Jack- 
ie Bays of White Plains, N. Y., who 
skated at 17 months, 
to "Pop" 
Carter, still giving exhibitions 
in 
his 83rd year. 


Two skaters famous 
in ' other 


fields are Joe DiMaggio, who bats 
for the New York Yankees, and 
Claude Pepper, who pitches in the 
U. S. senate for Florida. 


Veteran rink operators are

little dazed by this suddent run of 
fortune's wheel.

McMath Asks 
Hike in State 
Budget 


Little Rock, Feb. JO — 
(/P) — 
Governor McMath plans to request 
another $2,000,000 increase in the 
annual recommended state budget. 


He confirmed yesterday he would 
ask the legislature for 
a 
new 
"sixth allotment" 
in the revised 
revenue stabilization act. 


The increase sought would bring 


the total of $60,577,319 annually. 


Half the new allotment would go 


into a construction fund for public 
shcools; half to a state construc- 
tion fund: 


Under the stabilization law, all 
revenues first are placed into 
a 


single state apportionment 
fund 


from which they are distributed on 
a percentage basis to various in- 
stitutions and agencies. 


Full requirements to allotment 
one must be met before funds are 
available for purposes set up in 
allotment two; allotment two must 
bo satisfied before there's 
any 


money for allotment three and so 
Therefore, total 
state 
revenues 


would have to go beyond an ap- 
proximate $58,000,000 before 
any 


money would be available for the 
proposed sixth allotment.
